WINUTE ON THE DEATH OF GEN. JACKSON.

The dispatches announcing the severe illpess of this
beloved servant of God, and invoking the praye s of
this useembly or bis behalf, had scarcely aroused our
alarm, before the sad intelligence of his death fell with
its crushing weight upou our hearts gnd {urned these
prayers for him into weening gupplicatious for ourselves
and for our bereaved couatry. Seldom in history bas
one been able, in so short a time, to write his nams o
deeply upon the hearts of his countrymen, asd to wie
tte admiration of the world at large. Ugiting the most
beautiful simplicity with the most ioterse eaincstnees
of charaeter, with a religious coosccration to duty as
the r gulative principle of his lile, be was a true man
in all the relaticus in which he moved. 'T'he additional
endowment of a miiirary geniug, quick to perccive and
quick to improve the :dvantage and opportunity, mede
him what be was, the true soldier and the consummate
(Gepersl. It were idle to compress within this record
bis brilliant military career, which furms so large a part
of this youog npationd history. ‘I'be rapidity ot his
movements imparting to him a serming ubiquity ; the
promptoess and dariog sod uniform Euccess of bis a-
chievementa rendered his name a terror to his foes and
a tower of strergth jto ourzelves. It iz not invidious
to ssy that whilst other generals of the army, superior
to him in rank, command (qually with himself, the con-
fideace of our peopls, he was the most of them ell, en-
sbrined io their atf.etions. It will be the cffice of his
tory to asgign the position he will occupy upon our im-
partial page ; and we doubt not that the verdict of pos-
terity will confirm the judgment of his contemporaries
in pronouncing that the lite of the hero has been crowa-
ed with the death of & martyr. .

But Gen. Jackson has strong® claims upon the aff-c-
tiouate and tearful remembraance of thiz Geoeral Assem-
bly thban those founded upon his merits as a Patriot
and a Warrior. He was a warmand z=alous Christian,
a man that feared God and walked carefully before Him;
who being found blameless, used the cffice of a deacon
in tb= bouse of God, filled up the portrait drawa by the
“apostle's band, “ grave, not double-tongued, and holding
fast the mystery of the faith, in a pure couscience.” His
religion was woven into the whole texture of bis charac-
ter and life, the constructive element which made him tke
man he was. It has been tergely und truthlfully, and,

was the expression of bis country’s confiderce in God
and in itself. Even thcse who withhold from God the
homage of their own obedience and love, tock refuge in
the thought that their great militury leader drew hie
strength from the God of Heaven, and, like the Hebrew
M oses, daily communed with Him upoa the mount. Aud
the Church of Christ turned their eycs to him with a
loving joy as the embodied and concrete representation,
the living expovent uf those precious truths which it is
her mission to testily to a dying world. In the army
his religions influence difluesed iteelf like the atmos-
phere around him ; and by that strange magnetic power
over other minds which is given to all who are born to
command, uone were drawn into his presence who did
not bow before the supremacy of that piety which wae
go silently, yet conspicuously illustrated in the carriage
of this Christian General. This evidence is cumula-
tive before this Aszembly of his zzal to overtake the
religions wants of his soldiery, and of the yearnings ol
his soul that this vepersble court should, during ita
present sessions, coucert large plaus for the evangeliza-
tiop of the army and of the couutry at large. There-
fore it is, this, Assembly, at the moment of its dissolu-
ticn. as ite last eolemn act, wounld plave vpon ils re-
cords this memorial to his praise, and below it with
their parting tears.

We shall net attempt the Wterpretation of the mys-
terious Providence which has teken away from the
country at such a juncture =0 strong an arm. I is
enough that He hasdoae it who dozth all things well.
We will “be still and know that ke is God.” But in
the depth of onr saduess, we now speak a word cf cheer
to our bereaved countrymen, that in the d sappointment
of many of our mo3t reasopable calca’ations, not less
thao in unexpectedly ble sing us, when ull seem=d dark
and forbidding, God secms to us only the more to
bave charged Himsell with the care acd protection
of this siruggling republic, and in this new chasten-
ing, we recoga.z: the tcken of Him whose ways is
to humble those whom it is liis purpose to ¢xalt and
to bless.

With the immediate family aud kindred of our de-
parted brother, we desire to mingle our grief as they
pay the tribate of their sorio® over hie grave, and the
Assembly conveys through this minute ils tenderest
sympathy to thcs: whose hearts are bleeding under
what is to them a more ciose and personal L ereavement,
prayiog tle God of all congclation to grant unto them
Joy tor mouruning, bzauty tor ashes, and the garments
of praige for the spirit ot heaviness.
